Quebec, June 1.—The Canadian

Kendall’s Testimony 

Had the Storstad steamed ahead 
after the collision and held her bow 
in the wound she made in the Em- 
press of Ireland, Captain Kendall 
testified at the inquest before the 
coroner at Rimouski, the probabilities 
were there would have beeen little | 
loss of life other than that caused by | 
the impact. 

Kendall, in substance, declared 
that he had taken all possible precau- 
tions against a collision. His ship 
had been stopped, he gave the req- 
uisite signals when the Storstad was 
still two miles away, but the collier 
had kept on through the fog, which 
settled down soon after the two ves- 
sels sighted each other and had!

Quebec, June Material for the 
announced investigation on June § of 
the disaster by which 969 lives were 
jost in the St. Lawrence river is al- 
ready provided by the conflicting 
statements of the captains of the 
sunken liner Empress of Ireland and 
the collier Storstad. 

Canada and the British 
will co-operate in this investigation 
which, it promised, will be “as 
thorough as possible.” Two Canadian 
commissioners and one from England 
will constitute the board to make the 
investigation. - 

Before this high investigating body 
will come, besides the sworn testi- 
mony of passengers, Officers and sea- 
men of the two ships, the conflicting 
statements of the two captains, on 
which attention is focussed today. 

Captain Kendall of the Empfess 
makes the serious charge that, not- 
withstanding his whistled signals and 
shouting through his megaphone, the 
|collier came on unheeding and “cut 
him down between the funnels,” 
though his snip, was without way.

Rye, N. Y., June 3.—Heeled under 
‘a stiff nor thwest breeze Alexander S. 
Cochran’s Vanitie flashed across the 
finish line a winner over the Reso- 
lute by 16 minutes 48 seconds in the

ly 3% minutes time allowance, so that

| Was close to 13 minutes 13 seconds. 
| Yachting experts are not inclined to 
, concede a repetition of this victory of 
‘the Vanitie over the Resolute, for the

EXPRESSION OF 
REBELS’ VIEWS 


‘Carranza's Attitude Does Not 
Surprise Keen Observers 


/CABINET MEMBERS ARE MUM 


Refuse to Cocene on Statement of 
Head of Constitutionalists or Dis- 
cuss Communications With Ameri- 


Conference—Bryan Says Parley 
“Progressigg Satisfactorily” 


Washington June 3.—General Car- 
ranza’s statement of the attitude of the 
constitutionalists was expected by 
those who have followed ime Mex- 
ican situation closely. It has been 
apparent from the start of the at- 
tempt at mediation that any discus- 
sion of Mexican matters outside of 
the “Tampico incident” would not 
meet with any sympathy from rebels. 

So long as the United States only 
embarrassed and weakened Huerta 
they were content. Carranza’s de- 
mand that the Americans evacuate 
Vera Cruz some weeks ago showed 
how the wind was blowing. 

The statement in which he tells the 
mediators that he will not tolerate 
any interference in the internal af- 
fairs of Mexico and says that it is 
for the conquerers to dictate the terms 
of peace probably expresses the at- 
titude of the vast: majority of the con- 
Stitutionalists. 

When the cabinet meeting broke up 
it Was said none of the members 
would express any views on Carran- 
za’s latest pronouncement, as it had 
not been before them officially. The 
latest communications from the 
American delegates at the Niagara 
conference were discussed without an- 
nouncement. 

After the cabinet meeting another 
communication was telegraphed to the 
American delegates at Niagara Falls. 
its nature, like that of the other, was 
carefully guarded. It was generally 
understood that it continued to deal 
With ‘the participation of the consti- 
tutionalists. 

Those who discussed the matter 
pointed out that Carranza from the 
first had absolutely declined to ad- 
mit the right of the mediators to deal 
with Mexico’s internal problems, and 
had protested against efforts to set- 
tle the international difficulty between 
the United States and Mexico in the 
absence of representatives of the con- 
stitutionalists. 

While administration leaders still 
looked to Niagara Falls for the deci- 
sion of the mediators over the ques- 
tion of constitutionalist representation 
at the mediation conference, the semi- 
official statement from Carranza’s 
headquarters attracted widespread at- 
tention. 

Hope was not lacking that differ- 
ences between ‘the mediators and the 
constitutionalists .could be dissipated 
by exchanges which recently .were 
initiated by the delivery of the Car- 
ranza note at Niagara Falls. 

There were indications that the en- 
voys might look to the Washington 
government for additional information 
over the specific attitude that Carran- 
za finally will take. They still sought 
word as to whether he would agree to 
a brief truce and whether he would 
authorize his nepresentatives to dis- 
cuss the broad subject of the repub- 
lic’s pacification. Up to this time 
Carranza has turned a deaf ear to 
such propositions. 

Secretary Bryan was in frequent 
communication with the members of 
the American mission at Niagara 
Falls, but beyond his statement that 
the conference was “progressing sat- 
istactorily" no intimation of the trend 
of the exchanges was forthcoming. It 
was believed, however, that the 
American delegates had not ceased 
their efforts for admittance of a con- 


stitutionalist representative to the 
conference. 

In unofficial circles in Washington 
speculation was renewed as to the 
outcome Of the mediation preliminaries 
if the three envoys and the chief of 
the northern faction failed to agree on 
a basis for constitutionalist 
pation. 

Many observers took the position 


partici- 


that even if mediation were confined. 


to differences between Huerta and the 
United States, 
tion continued their campaign to Mex- 
ico City, there still would be need of 
outside help to restore normal condi- 
tions in the republic. 

Decision on the Carranza question 
ils not expected for several days. The 
Huerta delegates, it is believed, will 
abide by the envoys’ will in that mat- 
ter.

HE greatest marine disaster since 
the sinking of the Titanic and 
rivaling it in extent oceurred 
off Father Point, the landing 

Place down from Rimouski, Que., 
when the Empress of Ireland, crack 


ship of the Canadian Pacific's Atlantic 


fleet, was in collision with the big car- 
go stenmship Storstad, bound in, load- 
ed with coal. 

The Empress of Ireland sank in nine- 
teen minutes after the collision, which 
occurred in a dense fog, and close to 
1,000 lives were lost. In the Titanic 
disaster, April 14, 1912, the life loss 
Was about 1,503. 


Asleep When Crash Came. 


A dense fog covered the gulf of St. 
Lawrence at the time of the collision. 
The point where the disaster occurred 
is slightly less than 200 miles from 
Quebec, from which port the Empress 
of Ireland sailed May 28, 

At this time of the year accidents 
in the gulf of St. Lawrence are fre- 
quent and oftentimes serious. 

This great disaster of the sea Is re 
muarkable {n that it happened not in 
midocean, but so close to land that the 
operations of the government vessels,

The wireless operator sent out an 
“S O S” call, repeating it frantically 
It was heard by the wireless operator 
at the big station at Father Point, a 
few miles away.

Description of the Ships. 


The Empress of Ireland was a sister 
ship to the Empress of Britain. She 
was built at the Fairfield Shipbuilding 
company's works, Glasgow. She was 
570 feet long and 63 feet 6 Inches beam. 

The disaster recalls the accident 
| which happened to a sister ship of the 
ill fated vessel, the Empress of Brit- 
ain, which two years ago rammed and 
| sank the collier Helvetia in aimost the 
same spot in which the Empress of 
lreland collision took place. 

She was built to accommodate 350 
first cabin, 350 second cabin and 1.000 
»third class passengers. She was 14,500 

tons register and alfout 20,000 tons

SHOWS RAPID GROWTH OF 
THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


Four hew words are added to the 
English language every day if we may 
accept the dictionaries as a standard 
of measurement, says the Outlook. 

During the last three centuries the 
rate of growth of the dictionaries bas 
In 1616 
John Bullokar, the first English lexi- 
cographer, published his Complete 
English Dictionary, with 5,000 words. 
Edward Phillips, in 1658, was able to 
find 13,000 words for his New World 
of English Words, and his effort was 
in turn surpassed by the publication, 
in 1720, of Nathan Bailey's Diction- 
ary, With a vocabulary of 45,000. 

Twenty-five years later appeared Dr. 
Johnson's lexicon, which was not sup- 
planted until 1828, when its vocabu- 
lary of 50,000 words was more than 
tripled by Noah Webster's American 
Dictionary. That the inventiveness of 
English writers did not abate during 
the later nineteenth century was evi- 
denced by the publication of the Im- 
perial Dictionary, with 200,000 words, 
and the Century Dictionary, with a 
still larger number, followed in 1891 
by Dr. Isaac Funk’s Standard Diction-

RABBITS SAVE GARDEN LABOR. 


Eat Up Weeds, but Never Touch Culti- 
vated Plants, Says Their Owner. 

No longer need farmers rack their 
backs and get stooping shoulders by 
hoeing out weeds, according to James 
R. Reed of Trumansburg, N. Y. 

By careful breeding and systematic 
training Reed, so he claims, has pro- 
duced rabbits which will go into a gar- 
den patch and devour all the weeds, 
but not touch a single cultivated plant. 

During the last two years a special

‘Waged Frantic Fight In Dark 
to Save Equipment. 


—_——— 


Frozen North as Given by Captain 
Bartlett of Stefansson Expedition. 
Entire Party of Twenty-four Es- 
caped Injury—Some Marooned. 


From St. Michael island, Alaska, 
Captain Robert A. Bartlett has sent 
to the British government details of 
the loss of his ship, the Karluk, in 
arctic ice and of his own solitary 
journey over 500 miles of ice to get 
help for his endangered companions. 

The Stefansson expedtion which 
Captain Bartlett commanded was or- 
ganized by the Canadian government 


of the Dominion and to find if there 
was an unknown continent and to 
raise the British flag over any lands 
or islands that might be discovered. 

Not a man of the expedition of 
'twenty-four was killed or injured 
ice closed on the Karluk op 
16 near Hemaild island, northeast 
Captain Bartlett's com- 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson is not in the 
irty, having left his ship on Sept. 10, 
1913, a few days before restless ice

Drifted Two Months With Ice. 

Captain Bartlett relates that the 
Karluk began to drift after Stefanssos 
had left the ship on Sept. 20, 1912, and 
that strong easterly gales sent the ves- 
coming more and more dangerous. 
There were snowstorms. 

For two months the party drifted at 
the merey of gale and ice. On Noy. 15 
they were in latitude about 73 degrees 
and longitude 162, the farthest point 
north they reached. There they found 
muny evidences of antmal life. Speci- 
mens of starfish and other species of 
marine life hitherto unknown in arctic 
waters were seen. 

The drift took the ship south and 
southwest. Then easterly winds swerv- 
ed the Karluk to the westward. 
Christmas day they held sporting con- 
tests on the ice. 

New Year's eve, 1913, they were 
about sixty miles north. by east of 
Herald island. They observed what 
seemed to be land south by west of the 
ship. It loomed at twilight 

Karluk Squeezed to Pieces. 

On Jan. 2 ship and ice were motion- 
less. Suddenly all hands heard a vast 
rumbling, which came from the in- 
terior of the ship. Not a sound of the 
sort came from the ice. This hinted 
of tremendous pressure. On Jan. 10, 
at 3 a. m., the Karluk’s company was 
awakened by tke noise of a tremen- 
dous report like the report of a big 
gun. 

The Karluk quivered and trembled. 
Going on deck, they found that the ice 
pack had split along the stem of the 
ship, running in a westerly direction 
foreabout 100 yards, where the fissure 
ended. The ice sheet began moving 
in an easterly direction, leaving the 
Karluk stationary with ice on her port 
side. 

Until 7:30 p. m. that day there was 
no further pressure. But a gale came 
up, bringing blinding snow. The ice 
sheet struck the side of the Karluk 
abreast of the engine room, smashing 
several planks. Water began to pour 
into the engine room. The men real- 
ized that the ship was about to sink. 

The night was intensely dark. No 
moon and no stars. were visible. The 
pace of the gale was fully forty miles 
an hour. Despite these conditions 10.- 
000 pounds of supplies were removed 
from the Karluk and stored on the ice. 

One hundred yards away from the 
ship and out of the zone of broken ice 
wis an ive pan. The men hauled sup- 
plies to this ice pan, where there was 
a house previously built. 

Captain Bartlett reports that there 
Was vinnle time to save everything on 
the ship. They took, however, only 
what seemed absolutely necessary.

THE TESTIMONY OF LEDYARD

OYSTERS LIVE AND DEAD. 


And the Big Difference It Makes When 
They Are Eaten Raw. 

Speaking about keeping hotels, Sime- 
on Ford, who won fume and fortune 
in that profession, had this to say 
about the succulent oyster: 

“People bave come and sworn to 
me that we had the finest oysters in 
the world. Now, that was ali tommy 
rot. We hnd the sume oysters uny one 
else could buy, although we always 
bought the best we could. But there is 
this about the oyster: When he is good 
he is very, very good; when he is bad 
he is very, very bad. 

“There is a whole lot of difference 
between a dead oyster and a live one 
When an experienced opener puts bis 
knife into an oyster be can tell ip a 
second if the oyster is really alive. 
He can even tell by the resistance 
whether the oyster is in prime condl 
tion. or only fair. If the oyster wus 
not just right our men would throw It 
away, and they used to throw away 
about one oyster in every four that we 
bought. 

“A dead oyster isn't fit to eat raw. 
But the live oyster that is opened 
right In front of you and stays on the 
plate just long enough to squeeze a 
drop of lemon on, be goes down your 
throat a juicy and a palpitating treat.

Such ex- 
aminations put backbone into a course 
of study, and impress on the studerft 
the need of definite accomplishment.

More learned, but not more loved,’ 
was another clerical ancestor, the 
famous Puritan divine, Reverend 
John Cotton. Dean of Emmanuel Col- 
lege at Cambridge, rector of St. Bot- 
olph’s in Old Boston, driven from 
nome by Archbishop Laud because he 
would not kneel at the sacrament, 
this teacher of the First Church in 
Boston for nearly twenty years, would 
seem to have bequeathed to our friend 
his love of learning, for he was a 
wrote Latin with ele- 
gance and could discourse in Hebrew. 
He was wont to study twelve hours a 
day and, as his grandson, Cotton 
Mather, writes, loved “to sweeten his 
mouth with a piece of Calvin before he 
dropped to sleep.” 

Yet all of Professor Sewall’s ances- 
tors were not Puritans and Round- 
heads. In the direct maternal line 
was a strain of cavalier blood. It ap- 
peared in Thomas Bradbury a gentle- 
man-adventurer from Essex. He 
came to Agamenticus in the Province 
of Maine in 1634 as the agent of Sir 
Ferdinando Gorges. And when the 
ambitious projects of that enthusias- 
tic colonizer came to naught and the 
walls of the many-officered city of 
Gorgeana failed to rise, he joined him- 
self to his countrymen in Essex of 
Massachusetts, took a wife of Puritan 
the 
militia in the frontier town of Salis- 
bury. Here he spent his long iife as 
teacher, magistrate and judge. The 
rreatest adventure of his career came 
at its close. In that brief but terrible 
panic known as the Salem witchcraft 
delusion his wife fell under suspicion 
To oppose the persecu- 
tion was to ally oneself with Satan. 
“Terror was in every countenance, 
fear Haunted every street.” There is 
that 
woeful period more pathetic than the 
unavailing testimony, simple and 
steadfast of this white-haired old man 
in behalf of the wife of his youth. 
“She hath lived with me five and fifty 
years. She hath been both prudent 
and provident, of a cheerful spirit, li- 
beral and charitable. Being now very 
aged and weak, grieved under afflic- 
tions, she may not be able to speak 
much for herself, not being so free of 
speech as some others.” 

There apeared for the legal defense 
of this good woman, another ancestor 
of our friend, Major Robert Pike. This 
“new” Puritan, as his biographer 
terms him, criticised the persecution 
of the Quakers, though he did not 
sympathize with their views: was the 
opponent of clerical tyranny, though a’ 
a firm believer in the right of church 
members to rule th® state: and in 
the darkness of this delusion protest- 
ed against the insufficient testimony 
on which these judicial murders were 
accomplished. In him was _ that 
clearness of vision, breadth of mind 
and sanity of judgment which re-ap-. 
peared in the subject of this address _ 
two hundred years later. When the 
so-called conflict between science and 
religion seemed likely to divide a 
group whose special purpose and aim. 
were one, a prominent Boston lawyer | 
said to him, “We can ill spare you, 
Sewall, for you are the connecting 
link between the saints and the sin-' 
ners. 


Fortunate in his ancestry, Professor 
Sewall was fortunate also in birth-! 
place and boyhood home. Ancient 
Sheepscot was once termed the Gar- 
den of the East and while the long 
granite ridges of the modern town-,

teacher. Could one ask for a better | 
test of the genuineness of the Chris- |

Home life had one attraction | 
rarely possessed in those days. Par-' 
ents and children were good singers. | 
Music was the one art cultivated. 
Prayers were held morning and even- 
ing. And so sweet was the praise that} 
rose from their voices united in sons | 
that a visitor at their morning devo-| 
tions once remarked that he wished 
prayers would last all day. 

Though not a college graduate, the! 
father was an accurate thinker and a 
man of scholarly tastes. ‘He held his | 
children to a high standard  of| 
thoroughness. Boys began their Latin 
and Greek at an earlier age than now 
and although the instruction in the} 
academies at Newcastle, Bluehill and! 
Yarmouth, which Professor Sewall at-| 
tended in succession, varied much in| 
quality, his youthful study of the! 
classics made them an integral part 
of his mental equipment. | 

But his education was not merely a 
matter of books. Earth and air and; 
sea had a large part in it. Despite his | 
Puritan ancestry and training, the| 
lad was one of those happy pagans, 
who saw “the sea bare her bosom to)} 
the moon,” who heard “old Triton | 
blow his wreathed horn.” who felt the | 
hills gather up the howling winds and} 
quiet them when the setting sun) 
tinged with’ pink the feldspar ledges | 
in the West. For sincere love of na-) 
ture is of slow growth. (Had not our} 
friend sat long at her feet in child-| 
hood he would not so keenly have en- 
joyed her society in later years. 

From the academy Professor | 
Sewell passed at eighteen to the col-| 
lege. ‘His four years at Bowdoin 
were years of high thinking and plain | 
living. Entirely dependent upon him-'! 
self pecuniarily, he met the necessary | 
expenses of the course by teaching 
during the long winter vacations and 
by other gainful occupations during 
ne short summer ones. To the inti-' 
mate comradeship of under-graduate 
life he brought a genial and cheerful 
spirit, a heart of kindness, not averse | 
to fun, a mind alert to the outer world! 
and ready to express itself in speech, 
and a skill in vocal and instrumental 
musie that gave easy entree ,to so-| 
ciety without the college walls. These 
were happy years. He made many | 
friends. It is not a mere chance that 
both of his surviving classmates write | 
letters of eulogy glowing with the af- 
fection that seventy years have not 
dimmed nor the width of a continent 
lessened. ‘He gave much and he 
gained much from his college mates. | 
How could this be otherwise when 
they were such, real and dissimilar | 
men, as Professor Charles C. Everett, 
Senator William P. Frye and General 
Oliver O. ‘Howard? ‘He gained most, 
and here I include the period of his 
tutorship, when he was most closely 
associated with them, from President 
Woods and Professor Goodwin. 

The president had not long returned 
from his travel year abroad during 
which his mental and social gifts had 
won him recognition in the literary 
circles of Oxford, the royal court of: 
France and the Palace of the Vatican. | 
He had discussed theology with New-| 
man and Pusey, had held their skeins | 
of worsted for the daughters of the, 
Citizen King at the Tuilleries and 
talked in Latin with Pope Gregory 
XVI. From him, as one of his col- 
lege-mates beautifully expressed it, 
“they received such an influence as 
breathes in the aisles of old cathe- 
drals. They learned what reverence 
means and loyalty. They felt the 
dignity that is behind the family and! 
the state.” His influence in private 
more powerful by the, 
genius revealed in his public address- 
es.

‘Here his good fortune 
gave him a home in the household of 
the ‘Rey.

ADVOCATES WALSH'S MESSAGE 


Thinks Railroad Situation In New 
England Could Have Been Straight- 
ened Out More Advantageously, but

Hoston, June 9.—Peace at any 
price to secure speedy reconstruction 
ot the railroad system in New Eng- 
land was the message Chairman El- 
liott of the New Haven railroad left 
with the legislative committee on rail- 
roads at the state house. 

The head of the New Haven com- 
; pany was addressing the committees 
on the government railroad dissolution 
message, and he urged the passage 
of enabling legislation in Massachu- 
setts in conformity with the agree- 
ment that has been entered into be- 
tween the attorney general in Wash- 
ington, the New Haven company and 
the governor of Massachusetts. 

His plea was underlined, however, 
with occasional replies that showed 
the whole trend of the proposed leg- 
islation to be contrary to the best 
judgment of the raifroad manage- 
ment. Elliott showed it to be a case 
where the department of justice and 
the administration in Massachusetts 


| have dictated a policy of dissolution 


which they say must be carried out 
either through the pending agree- 
ment or through the federal court. 
To avoid the alternative of long 
litigations in the federal court for 
which the department of justice has 


prepared the papers already and is 
holding them over the head of the 
| present New Haven management, 


iHlliott wants the agreement to be car- 
ried out, by the aid of the Massachu- 
setts legislature. 

Elliott started with a review of his 
own connection with the system. He 
demurred, he said, when his friends 


‘invited him to come down to help to 


unravel a bad tangle. 

Elliott thought that possibly the 
situation could have been straightened 
out, with less joss to the investors 
and less impairment of the service, 
along different lines from what the at- 
torney general has decided upon. 
Hut the company, through its direc- 
tors and stockholders, thought it was 
best to bow to the wishes of the at- 
torney general.

Huerta’s early resignation—"possibly 
before Wednesday night.” 

Passengers from the capital seem to 
be convinced that there is truth in the 
report, and the Vera Cruz newspapers 
made a considerable display of the 
news of Huerta’s withdrawal. 

One of the passengers, a close 
friend of Huerta, is authority for the 
statement that the president told him | 
he intended to quit office. It is stat- 
ed that the threat to blockade Tam- 
pico was Huerta’s last bluff, and now | 
that it has been “called” he will quit.

Bill Before Congress Puts Damper On

Washington, June 9.—Secretary 
Bryan's lecture tours cropped up in 
the house again when Representative 
Britten of Llinois, Republican, in- 
troduced a bill to make it a penal of- 
tense for any cabinet officer, head or 
clerk of a government department to 
Jecture for pay other than actual ho- 
tel and traveling expenses, and to pro- 
hibit senators or representatives from | 
lecturing for pay while congress is in | 
session. 

Offenders would be fined $10,000 or 
imprisoned for two years, or suffer 
both penalties. 

Britten launched a broadside in a 
Statement accompanying his bill, in 
Which he spared no political party, 
and included Senator La Follette and 
Representative Murdock. He said

but was not introduced when Bryan 
formally said he would lecture no 
more during the period. 

The recent announcement, said

Stairways Upside Down. 


Alex C. Radley, 
mate, who was on the.bridge of the 
Empress of Ireland with Captain Ken- 
dall before and at the time of the col- 
lision, tells a comprehensive story of 
the tragedy. He insists that the Em- 
press gave clear and distinct signals. 

Radley gave the explanation for the 
few women saved, saying: 

“The stairways Were all upside down. 
Leading from the berth decks all of the 
stairways of the Empress were of the 
fan variety.

| POLO A GAME FOR THE RICH. 


Last Year’s Matches Ci Cust More Than 
a Million—The Sport Described. 
Only the wealthy can afford to play 
polo. Last sununer it was estimated 
sowewbere in the neighborhood of $1,- 
250,000 was expended in staging the 
international matches, two games play- 
ed on the polo field at Meadow Brook, 
N.Y. Eimpleying long division to di 
vide this sui by 180, it is seen that 
each minute of actual play cost $7,500, 
In 1911, when America successfully 
defended the polo challenge cup against |

less than $800,000. 

What the total cost of this month's 
games will be it is impossible to esitl- 
mate with accuracy now. 

Polo is played on a field 900 by 500 
feet. At each end are two goal posts 
twenty-four feet apart, and along the 
sides are white boundary boards ten 
inches high. A goal is scored when a 
player knocks the ball between the 
goal posts of the opposing team. If he 
knocks it between his own goal posits 
the play counts a quarter of a onl 
against him.

Three min 
utes are allowed between periods to 
permit for changing ponies and sever 
minutes between the fourth and fifth 
periods.

Washington, June 10.—Mexico will 
not be asked by the United States to 
pay War indemnity. The Huerta gov- 
ernment has learned through t@ 
American delegates that the Wilson 
administration will be content to have 
set up in Mexico a stable government 
to succeed Huerta rule. 

An intimation that the United 
States would not demand reparation | 
for the losses sustained at Vera Cruz 
or expect to be recouped for the 
enormous expenditures already 
in g~n attempt to pacify Mexico was | 
given to the Mexican delegates soon 
after the conferences opened. 

This made it easy for the opposing 
delegates to meet harmoniously. It 
was responsible, largely, for the ease 
with which a general understanding 
Was reached between them, and it 
lent consistency to the American de- 
mand that consideration be given to 
the constitutionalist cause. 

The submission of the American 
plan, accompanied by verbal state- 
ments from the delegates of the Unit- 
ed States, removed all doubt that this 
country was not disposed to make any 
unnecessary drain upon Mexico's al- 
ready depleted finances. 

The mediators submitted to the 
Mexican delegates the counter pro-

The 
American plan is, with few modifi- 
cati#®ns, the same as that which the 
mediators and Mexican delegates re- 
cently agreed upon and which Gen- 
eral Huerta approved. 

It provides the method of transfer- 
ring the executive power in Mexico 
City from the present regime to a new 
provisional government which shall in 
a few months conduct elections for 
president, vice president and mem- 
bers of congress. No names have 
been agreed upon between the Mexi- 
can or American delegates for the 
new provisional president or his 
cabinet.

Vilbjalmur Stefansson, was crushed in 
the ice and sunk On Jan, 11, near Her- 
ald island, northeast of Siberia. 

The entire crew, including a party 
of scientists, excepting Captain Robert 
A. Bartlett and one of his men, is now 
on Wrangel island, with a plentiful | 
supply of food and wood. Cuptain 
Bartlett, accompanied by Sailor Perry 
and some Eskimos, with a sledge and 
seven dogs, made his way across the 
ice to North Cape, Siberia, and then 
proceeded overland to Whaler bay, St-' 
beria. There he was taken on board 
the whaler Herman, which carried | 
him to St. Michael, where he now is, | 
and from which point information of | 
the Kuarluk’s fate came by cable. 

The expedition which Stefansson or- | 
ganized and commanded was under-, 
taken for more than geographical rea- | 
sons. It was sent out by the Canadian 
government not only to discover what 
might be lying in the Arctic ocean to 
the north of the Dominion, but also to 
take formal possession as British ter- 
ritory of any islands or even continents 
which might still be unknown.

RERO, the distinguished Italian | 


historian, has published an ar- 
ticle culling attention to the as- 
sertions that the Japanese intend to se- 
cure a foothold in Mexico and Spanish 
American countries and declares that 
the Japanese will use their supposed 


relationship to the aboriginal races of | 


these countries as a pretext for estab- 
He says: 

A few years ago the emperor of Ja- 
pan sent to Portirio Diaz, then presi- 
dent of the Mexican republic, a dis- 
patch in which be bailed Diaz as the 
head of the sister state of Japan—that 
is to say, a couutry peopled by the 
same race. 

This declaration will appear to many 
people absurd. ost people in Europe 
imagine that both the Americas are en- 
tirely populated by the descendants of 
Europeans who have immigrated there 
during the past four centuries. This 
belief is only partly true. The popula- 
tions which were living in America at 
the time of the discovery have not en- 
tirely disappeared. Perhaps the wild 
Indians, of whom we hear in our 
romances, are becoming extinct in the 
United States, and the most flourishing

“Are those 
men Japanese?” I asked one of the per- 
sons who accompanied me. “They may 
be Japanese,” was the answer, “for 
there are a considerable number of 
them in Chile. but they are just as 
likely to be Chileans.” 

A Frenchman who had resided for a 
long time at Valparaiso, in Chile, told 
me an interesting episode bearing on 
this subject. There was at the lawn 
tennis club to which his family be- 
longed a janitor whom every body 
thought to be a Chilean of aboriginal 


stock, One day they found that the | 


janitor could speak not only Spanish, 
but French and English as well. The 
Europeans in the club were surprised 
that a man of supposed Indian blood 
should all these accomplish- 
ments. and they asked him where he 
had learned them all. Then they found 
for the first time that he was really a 
Japanese.

Thaw is assured by these de- 
velopments of immediate reunion with 
his mother and her family in the 
Thaw home, and a long residence 
there. He has not seen his home 
since a few days before he slew Stan- 
ford White on the Madison Square 
garden roof on the night of June 25, 
1906, nearly eight years ago. 

Thaw will not be free under bail 
when he goes to Pittsburg and will 
not enjcov the fulness of personal 
liberty which bail would afford. 

Attorney General Carmody and Je- |} 
rome are reported to have been 
moved by the superior protection | 
against Thaw’s possible outbreaks 
which the custody of the marshal will} 
afford. 

This action ‘by Carmody and Je- 
rome also is expected to present a 
conclusive answer to the charge so 
often made by the Thaws and the} 
Thaw sympathizers that Jerome and 
the state officials are bent on “perse- 
cuting” Thaw. Thaw will be able to 
go anywhere in Pennsylvania, but 
the marshal must always be with him. 

Thaw’s request for permission to go 
to Pennsylvania is based upon affi- 
davits that his presence is required 
as a witness in the orphans’ court of| 
Allegheny county, by which the es-} 
tate of his father, William Thaw, is 
being administered. 

In making an order’ permitting 
Thaw to go to Pittsburg, a liberal 
time is likely to be allowed so he may | 
be available as a witness as long as 
there is any likelihood of his being 
required to testify. He also may col- 
lect $160,000 of his large inheritance | 
which awaits him there. 

Thaw is at present enjoying all the 
pleasures of Gorham, N. H., a sum- 
mer resort, lives in his own quar- 
ters with his custodians, fishes for 
trout and takes automobile rides 
wherever within the state he desires 
to go.

With Whom He Undauntedly Shared 
Peri!s of Africa and Brazil—Full of 
Energy Ever Since He Was the “Cut 
Up” of the White House. 


When Kermit Roosevelt reached 
Madrid for his marriage to Miss Belle 
Wratt Willard, daughter of the Ameri- 
ean ambassador to Spain, he was an 
altogether different looking young wan 
from what he was at the time of his 
departure for the Brazilian wilderness. 
The hardships he had gone through 
with his father seemed to have added 
several years to his appearance. 

Kermit Rooseyelt’s love of adventure 
rivals that of his distinguished father, 
the former president, and he came 
through the greatest adventure of bis 
life, that in the Brazilian jungle, with 
flying colors. He did his share of the 
big game hunting and faced the perils 
and privations that were encountered 
by the party with a fortitude that won 
the admiration of his father. 

Kermit Roosevelt is twenty-four 
years old and for a young man of that 
age has seen considerable of the world. 
He accompanied Colonel Roosevelt on

As “Cut Up” and Philosopher. 

When the colonel was president Ker- 
mit often got into the newspapers 
through boyish pranks or bits of ju- 
venile philosophy he uttered. Since he 
reached early manhood he hus spent 
most of his time traveling in the woods 
or on trips of exploration and sightsee- 
ing with his father. 

He spent most of his boyhood in 
Washington while his father was a 
member of the civil service commis- 
sion, assistant secretary of the navy, 
vice president and later in the White 
House as president. He went to pub- 
lic school and was considered one of 
the most vigorous boys who attended. 

At Groton, where he was educated 
preparatory to college, there was an- 
other student who prided himself upon 
his English birth and parentage. As 
Fourth of July approached young 
Roosevelt asked the boy mischievously: 

“Are you English?” 

The reply was emphatic. 

“Well,” said the president's son.

Kermit entered Harvard in 1908. In 
March of the following year he started 


j} with his father for a long hunting trip 


in Africa, primarily as the official pho- 
tographer of the caravan, but he killed 
some big game during the weeks that 
he remained there and had two narrow 
escnpes from death, In September, 
1911, be returned to Harvard. 

Although in looks Kermit probably 
resembles his mother more than his 
fother, he is in speech and manner his 
father over again.

While the judges of the high courts 
and the lord mayor were attending 
seervices in St. Paul’s cathedral yes- 
terday, according to the annual cus- 
tom, several suffragettes interrupted 
with protests against the torturing of 
women.

SOLICITING BUSINESS. 


One of the recent progressive steps | 


in the religious world has been what 
is called the “Every Member” cam- 
paign. It is based on the idea that 
there are a great many people who at- 
tend church who would be willing to 
give to the work of the church, if 
their contributions were solicited... 

Most churches have not been con- 
ducted in a business-like way. Regu- 
lar and thorough soliciting of sub- 
scriptions is very rare. 
ol the new idea referred to, many 
churches that always used to have a 
deficit, have been put on a_ prosper- 
ous financial basis. In one church of 
about 300 members Known to the 
writer, about 125 new subscribers 
were secured by this kind of a cam- 
paign, with increases of contributions 
from about 75 others, and a total gain 
in revenue of $1500. 

it is not often that the churches can 
teach a lesson in business efficiency tc 
the business man. Yet here is a case 
in point. Many merchants are con- 
ducting their business with a lack of 
enterprise which is just as marked as 
the hap-hazard way in which church 
ginances are often run.

Then Mrs. Vaughn, with all the dig- 
nity she possessed, said she absolutely 
denied what was said in the presence 
of Mayor as given in testimony by 
him.

Quebec, June 18.—Every effort was 
being made for a speedy trip on the 
Storstad on the voyage when she 
rammed and sunk the Empress of Ire- 
land in the St. Lawrence, according 
to the testimony given by Alfred Tuf- 
tenes, first officer of the collier, when 


he took the witness stand in the offi- | 


clal inquiry being conducted into the 
disaster. 

Tuttenes did not know if Captain 
Andersen of the@Storstad got a bonus 
for a quick trip, but he admitted that 
time appeared to be important, as 


the Storstad was unloaded at night | 


upon her arrival at Montreal. 
Captain Kendall of the Empress of 
Ireland had previously testified that 


in his opinion the disaster had been | 
caused by the Storstad porting her | 


heim when she bore down upon the 
liner.

Roosevelt Is Handicapped by an 
Affection of the Larynx 


YIELDS TO DOCTOR'S ORDER 


Told by London! Specialist That He 
Must Exercise Greatest Care For 
Months to Come—Brazilian Fever 
Added to Trouble Caused by His 
Last Hard Campaign 


London, June 18.—Theodore Roose- 
velt is suffering from an affection of 
the larynx as a direct result of the 
hardships he endured in his recent 
Brazilian trip, which will effectually 
prevent him from taking part as an 
orator in the political campaign in 
the United States this fall and com- 
pel him to exercise the greatest care 
for some months to come. 

“This is my answer to those who 
wanted me to go into a campaign,” 
said Roosevelt in describing the con- 
dition of his throat. “If anyone ex- 
pected me to do so, I cannot now.” 


The announcement of Roosevelt’s | 
‘disability was made public after he 


had paid a visit to Sir St. Clair 
Thomson, protessor of laryngology 
and physician for diseases of the nose 


‘and throat in King’s College hospital, 


a specialist whom he had consulted 
when he was in London in 1910. 

The exertion of addressing the 
society brought 
about a culmination of the weakness 
which Roosevelt's friends observed on 
his arrival in London. 

Phomson, after a thorough ex- 
amination, pronounced the _ verdict 
that Roosevelt must not attempt to 
speak in the open air, or indulge in 
extended speech-making under any 
circumstances tor several months. He 


‘said the condition was the result of 


oosevelt’s last hard campaign as a 
primary cause, and that the Brazilian 
fever, from which the colonel had suf- 
fered, affected his throat, settling on 
the patient’s weakest spot. 

The ex-president accepted the situ- 
tion cheerfully. He announced that 
he would obey the doctor's orders, 
with the object of sparing his throat. 

Concludiag an audience with news- 
paper representatives, Roosevelt sid 
emphatically, emphasizing his decla- 
ration with familiar beatings of the 
right hand on the left: 

“iH any statement on political sub- 
jects purporting to come from me 
should be. sent from the ship by 
Wireless, you may put it down as a 
fabrication. I will make none.”

HIS OWN TERMS 


‘Revel General Absolute Master 


ofNorthern Mexico

DEMANDS CONTROL OF ARMY 


Carranza Must Confine Himself to 
Control of Civil Government and 
Foreign Relations—White House 
Admits Possibility of Failure of 
Mediation Negotiations 


Washington, June 19.—General 
Villa seems to have crushed the at- 
tempt of General Carranza to sup- 
press him and, if the dispatches are 
to be credited, is absolutely master 
of northern Mexico, with the ‘First 
Chief” of the constitutionalists rest- 
ing securely in the hollow of his hand. 

Carranza’s civil cfficers are prison- 
ers of Villa and he has seized the 
available “money” in their possession. 
Coincident with these events comes 
the news that the much-advertised 
Antilla cargo of munitons of war has 
been seized by Villa for his army. 
According to the story Carranza’s ad- 
herents get none of it. 

Villa has presented an ultimatum to 
Carranza, demanding the absolute 


|separation of civil and military 


branches of the constitutionalist gov- 
ernment. This is the substance of dis- 
patches received at constitutionzlist 
headquarters in-Piedras Negras, Mex. 

A committee of three officers was 
Said now to be in conference’ with 
Carranza at Saltillo, presenting Villa’s 
plan. 

According to constitutionalist offi- 
cials at Piedras Negras, his plan is 
as follows: 

First—Villa to have complete con- 
tro! of the army and to direct the 
military policy without interference, 
while Carranza is to have control of 
the civil government and foreign re- 
lations. 

Second—Villa agrees to recognize 
Carranza as his superior provided 
Carranza accords him recognition as 
supreme military chief. 

Third—The promotion of officers 
and the disposition of their commands 
to be in Villa’s hands. ” 

Constitutionalists expressed their 
belief that if these demands were 


| granted Villa would proceed with the 
campaign and take persona] command 


of the forces in the field. Otherwise, 
they said, they thought he would per- 
fist in his resignation and retire to 
Chihuahua to await such time as he 


| could serve the constitutionalist cause 


without friction. 

The third clause of Villa’s allezed 
ultimatum was accepted as a direct 
answer to Carranza’s promotion of 
seneral Natera to command the divi- 
sion of the centre. 

The suecess or failure of the con- 
Stitutionalst cause depends upon a 
complete settlement of the difficultie 
between Caramza, political head of 
the Mexican revolutionists, and Villa, 
his chief military leader, is the opin- 
on of prominent members of both 
factions. 


Carranza Reported Ready to Flee 
Washington, June 19.—Representa- 
tive Kent of California told the presi- 
dent and Secretary Iryan he had tele- 
c information from Mexico that 


| General Carranza was about to leave 


his headquarters and flee to Laredo, 
Tex. Kent did not give the name of 
his informant. 

No word @onfirming this report has 
been received from the United States 
consul in Laredo. Kent's information 


| is said to have come in a code tele- 


gram received by him from a close 


| friend in northern Mexico.

‘The impact of the collision, he said, 
was not severe. 

Lord Mersey asked Newcombe to 
prepare plans of the construction of 
the Empress and the Storstad for the 
use of the commission and to get evi- 
dence regarding the life belts, life 
rafts, life boats and general equip- 
ment of the Empress. . 

After John W. Black, a second 
cabin passenger on the Empress, had 
testified briefly, Lord Mersey ruled 
that it would be of no value to ex- 
amine any more passengers. 

Robert. H. Brennan, second engi- 
neer on the Empress, gave an account 
of the signals received by telegraph 
from the bridge. He said soon after 
leaving Father Point they were or- 
dered full speed ahead. This order 
was carrfed out. They then received 
orders to stop and go full speed 
astern. The two commands came al- 
most simultaneously. The ship had 
been going astern for three minutes 
when they were ordered to stop. 

The impact occurred four or five 
minutes afterward. Almost immedi- 
ately after the impact there was a 
rush of water in the stokehold. An 
order was given to close all water- 
tight bulkheads as soon as water ap- 
peared, and as far as he could see 
this order was carried out success- 
tully and effectively. When the lights 
went out there was nothing more to 
be done and the engineers left the en- 
gine room. 

The witness admitted that it would 
take about an hour to gather full 
speed from a dead stop. The throt- 
tle had never been thrown wide open 
after leaving Father Point, he said, 
as the ship had not gained sufficient 
headway to permit it. 

Counsel asked how long it was be- 
fore the ship was going full speed 
astern after the order had been re- 
ceived from the bridge. The witness 
said three minutes. The witness’ 
questioner pointed out that the vessel 
could not possibly have been going 
full speed astern in so short a time, 
especially as the throttle was never 
wide open. Lord Mersey pressed ‘the 
witness with the same question, and 
Brennan explained that the reverse 
was introduced gradually.

LOW STROKE OF CRIMSONS 


Blamed For Their Being Trimmed by 
Crew of Much Lighter Weight— 
Consolation In Winning Both the 
Varsity Second and Freshman In 

| Early Races on the Thames 


New LoSion, Conn., June 20.— 
The Yale varsity defeated Harvard by 
one foot of distance in the main event 
of the regatta on the Thames, in the 
most magnificent race that was ever 
rowed over the four-mile course, The 
time was 21 minutes 16 seconds, 
which is almost an up-stream record. 
By the victory the English stroke 
taught by Guy Nickalls, the Yale 

| head coach, gets its vindication, and 
istanding of the two rival universities 
in crew racing reverts to a tie, with 
each having won twenty-four times.

the red flag and hoisted the one of 
blue. It was Yale’s turn to cheer. 

The day was not a clean sweep for 
Yale, however, for in the morning 
Harvard gathered in the two sched- 
uled races of two miles each between 
the second varsity eight-oared crews 
and the freshman eight-oared crews, 
and at luncheon time Harvard men 
were making ready for supper parties 


The Harvard freshmen trmmed the 
Yale 1917 crew by four lengths in 
rewing over the two-mile course down 
stream, while the invincible Harvard 
second varsity eight passed the beaker 
of defeat to the Eli seconds by a mar- 
gin of seven lengths. The day of com- 
plete glory for the Crimson was lest 
by the few inches that sparated the 
tips of the two shells as they skimmed 
across the finish line off Red Top. 

Yale students and graduates cele- 
brated their first break in luck with 
shouts and sheckels for the first occa- 
sion in seven years, the last time a 
Blue crew won the varsity race 


Guy Nickalls, coach of the Yale 
erew, who was imported from Eng- 
land to do the trick, was tested in 
the first four-mile race, and his sys- 
tem was found to have the necessary 
punch. It is virtually certain that 
Nickalls will be invited to sign the 
papers for an extended contract to 
be Yale’s head coach, now that his 
teaching has brought the sweet fruit 
of victory. 

Harvard has an alibi for its defeat. 
,; The crew that outweighed the Yale 
nearly five pounds to a man has 
everything that was necessary, inso- 
far as rowing form and staying quabi- 
ties are concerned. 

But the low stroke that Harvard's 
coxswain maintained during the early 
stages of the contest, when Yale got 
the jump on the Crimson, with the 
lack of snap and vim in the Harvard 
joarsmen, gave Yale the opportunity 
to forge ahead at the start and main- 
tain leadership throughout the whole 
course, except in the first half of the 
last mile, when the Crimson skiff 
jeaped ahead by eight feet.

“A more wonderfully accomplished 
| criminal than ever figured in fiction,” 

'is the broad characterization given 

the “mystery prisoner” by the police, 
who have not yet succeeded in fully 
| probing into the past of Robinson. 

Thought to be a desperado of the 
| yegg type, making his way around 
| country, sleeping with roustabouts on 
| circus flat cars, Robinson was sought 
by detectives after the triple mur- 
der following the hold-up of a Grand 

Rapids, Mich., jewelry store in vain. 

It was not until he had been in Bos- 
ton for six weeks that a realization of 
‘the true calibre of the wanted man 
} was found. 

Here is what the police discovered 
about Robinson. after he had shot Nor- 
es when cornered in the basement 
of the Boylston cafe: 

He wore pure. silk underwear, 
which must have cost $50 a garment. 

Perfumed tablets were always used 
{In his daily baths. 
| His feet were regularly pedicured 
| and his fingernails and toenails 
| powdered and polished. 

Years of practice had been spent to 
draw a revolver in a flash and fire it 
}on the draw. 

An hour each day was devoted to 
gymnastic exercises, that he might 
be physically perfect in case of a bat- 
| tle. 

Worked with indefatiguable enthu- 
siasm to become proficient in the 

Maxixe in order to mingle with the 
exclusive and rob them of their jew- 
els. 

Wore silk gloves in summer, that 
cost $12 a pair in Paris. 

Was a trained vocalist and an ex- 
pert pianist, his long, slender fin- 
gers trained to pocket picking making 
him especially accomplished. 

Had his shoes made to order from 
| kangaroo skin on lasts of striking de- 
sign and wore nothing but white silk 
stockings to avoid staining his skin. 

Had a suit of clothes for every day 
of the week, and in each were con- 
structed secret chamois pockets in 
which were carried jewelry and $100 
banknotes. 

Never used drugs as do most “gen- 
tleman criminals” and drank only 
rare vintage wines in moderation 
while giving his frequent lavish enter- 
tainments. 

Talked fluently of high art and ad- 
vanced literature, including the “New 
Thought” tenets. 

In his garments were sewed seven 
diamonds of “first water’ which are 
the finest gems ever seen at police 
headquarters. 

This is the man, whose muscles of 
steel made the surgeons at the city 
| hospital gasp when he was stripped 

for the operating table, who will be 
brought to police headquarters guard- 
ed more @arefully than was any des- 
perado in the history of the common- 
wealth. 

Contined in room 19 of ward K in 
the city hospital, stripped of every 
garment except a short bed garment, 
Robinson has been guarded every sec- 
ond, day and night, by two head- 
quarters men with revolvers by their 
sides. Room 19 has iron bars on its 
windows. In addition, linen ropes, 
constructed from sheets, are wound 
around the bed above his waist, in 
order to make impossible any precipi- 
tons dash through the hospital. 

“It will be shoot to kill if he tries 
to escape,” one inspector said at the 
hospital.

One of the first demands of the 
deputation _ was,»:‘that the premier 
would exercise his authority to have 
the criminal charges against Miss 
Pankhurst set aside so that she could 
enjoy treedom. 

Asquith said he would see what 
could be done about securing her un- 
conditional release. The 
reply to the repfesentations of the 
suffragettes was Ron-committal. He 
made no definite promise, but said: 
“If the voting franchise must be ex- 
tended to women it should be given 
on a broad, democratic basis.”

Huerta’s Sroope Bene Reported to Have 
Becn Obliged to Abandon Equip. 
ment and Supplies—Carranza ard 
Villa Still at Odds—Angeles Is 
Villa’s Choice ag President 


Washington, June 22.—With an 
army of 25,000 men, supported by 
tifty-one field guns and seventy-three 
machine guns, General Villa is 
marching southward from Torreon to 
renew the attack upon the victorious 
tederal force defending Zacatecas and 
barring the rebel approach to Mexico 
City. 

Already Villa's advance guard is in 
touch with the federals and has ad- 
ministered a defeat to one division 
of 5000 men, which was pursuing the 
ferces of General Natera, the con- 
Stitutional commander, who was 
routed in his attack upon Zacatecas. 

The engagement took place at Ca- 
lera, a few miles from Zacatecas, and 
resulted in the rout of the federals 
who were obliged to abandon their 
equipment and supplies and who are 
reported to have suffered severely. 

Dispatches ‘rom Torreon quote Villa 
as asserting that he has enough am- 
munintion for the artillery and ma- 
chine guns. “I am out of politics and 
the only object I pursue is to bring 
this campaign to a successful issue,” 
he asserted. 

General Blanquet, Huerta’s minis- 
ter of war, is threatening to send a 
surong foce into the rebel territory to 
take advantage of the dissensions be- 
tweeen Generals Carranza and Villa 
but it is believed he will await the 
result of the Zacatecas battle. 

Several brigades of rebels are re- 
ported to have left Saltillo, Car- 
ranza’s headquarters, for an attack 
upon the federal garrison at San Luis 
Potosi. Diaz Gutierez, six miles 
from San Luis Potosi, has been taken 
by the rebels 

Although it is denied by the consti- 
tutionalist agents in Juarez that Villa 
bas proclaimed General Angeles, the 
rebel artillery leader, as provisional 
president, it is believed that his ad- 
visers will induce him t him to do so. 


WON'T DISCUSS ARMISTICE 


Carranza Says Rebels Must Decide 
Were Is Best For Mexico 

El Paso, Tex., June 22.—General 
Carranza has forwarded his reply to 
the two notes sent him by the media- 
es commissioners at Niagara Falls. 

Carranza’s note, it is understood, 
reitesated his willingness to have 
participated in the various confer- 
ences whose sole object he recognized 
to be the pacification of Mexico. The 
futility of the discussion of Mexican 
internal affairs, however, he pointed 
out. 

While thanking the mediators for 
their efforts, the “first chief” made 
plain that among the subjects he con- 


‘sidered it impossible to discuss are 


the proposed armistice, military 
movements of the constitutonalists, 


; the agrarian question and the desig- 
; nation of a provisional president of 


Mexico. 

Carranza declares that a grave er- 
ror has been committed in attempt- 
ing to solve such questions of tran- 
scendant importance to the Mexi- 
can people. It devolves upon thik 
constitutionalists themselves, he 
held, to decide what is best for the 
interests of their country.

| The Method of Providing For the Re- 
payment of a Loan. 

Every now and then the plain man 
who has sived a little money and 
| wants to invest it so that he will get 
a reusonable and safe return runs 
ugainst a nest of terms which are be- 
wildering and all but meaningless. I'm 
afraid be usually passes by without 
tuking the trouble to understand them.

If you lend me $10,000, 
which I promise to repay in ten years, 
you have a right to be interested in 
my plans for meeting the demand for 
the $10,000 which you expect to make 
upon me ten years hence.

“I am going to amortize that $10,000 
debt in this way: Out of my earnings 
every year I'm going to set aside $900. 
Each year I will set the $900 to work 
earning something too. At the end of 
ten years the fund will amount to just 
enough to discharge my debt.” 

You will find that specialists in 
bonds use the word a great deal. They 
know better than anybody else its im- 
portance. They realize that a borrow- 
er of money for a long term of years 
is very apt to forget to make provision 
for repayment. 

Certain lenders of money on long 
terms insist upon the borrower's tak- 
ing out a life insurance policy big 
enough to meet the debt in case of 
death before the debt becomes due. 
Generally the longer a debt has to run 
the more important becomes the ques- 
tion of “amortization.”—John M. Oski- 
son in Chicago News. 


NAVAJOS FEAR THE DEAD. 


Hence They Get Rid of Their Bodies as 
Quickly as Possible. 

One practice of the Navajos that pro- 
motes health among them, however re- 
puguant it may be for us, is their dis- 
position of the dead. In the presence 


fear, but bis terror of the dead is ab- 
ject and unreasoning. The dead are 
believed to be possessed of malevolent 
feelings toward the survivors, with un- 
limited powers for working evil upon 
those who carelessly place themselves 
within the power of the spirits. 

So when avy one dies the only anx- 
fety of the surviving relatives is to get 
rid of the body as quickly as possible. 
If there are any white men living in 
the nelghborhood an effort is made to 
induce them to perform the offices of 
undertaker. If not, the disposition of 
the body depends somewhat upon cir- 
cumstances. If the hogan—the mod- 
ern wigwam—ts built of wood it is set 
on fire and burned with the body in it. 
If of stone the body is usually taken 
outside, the entrance to the hogan 
closed up with stones or sticks and a 
hule made in the wall opposite to per- 
mit the evil spirits to depart and to 
wirn passersby that the structure be 
longs to the dead. 

If the death occurred in a rocky 
country the body will likely be taken 
to some crevice and thrown in it. It} 
may be left uncovered to become ie 
prey of wolves and coyotes, or | 
and stones may be cast over it 
the family lives in a sandy part of the 
reservation, with no convenient crev- 
ices or chasms near by, the body will 


be laid upon the sand, a little earth | 


and some stunes thrown upon it, anda 
pile of brush tajid over all.—Christian 
Herald.

Government Statistics Show Results of 
Scientific Intensive Cultivation. 


In recent years we have been alarn- 
ed by the oft repeated statement that

faster than the food supply. It is re 
assuring, 
/the committee oa statistics and

|merce of the United States that ex- 
lactly the opposite is ‘the case.

declining food supply Was based on 
an erroneous use of stitistics in the 
decade from 1890 to 1509, In this pe

cent, while the yield of cereals in 
11909 was only 1.7 per cent greater

ties are easily g:tined and are pretty 
aecurate.

ARBITRATION BOARD'S AWARD 


Road In Massachusetts 
Similar Territory—Declared Exces-

sive In Minority Report and Increase 
In Fares Is Forecasted 


Waltham, Mass., June 23.—RBy the 
terms of the award of a majority of 
the arbitrators selected to settle the 
Wage dispute between the members 
of Division 600 of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and_ Electric 
Railway Employes of America and the 
Middlesex and Boston Street Railway 
company, the company must pay the 
men the sum of $23,000 before July 
$8 next. 

This is for the increase in wages 
dating from June-1, 1913, when the 
men first made demand for an in- 
crease. It will cost the road in the 
increases granted the further sum of 
$62,000 in the next two years. 

Possible increases in fares are fore- 
casted in a minority report filed by 
Arthur A. Ballantine, protests 
the increases. 

Conductors and motormen are ‘to 
receive back pay at the rate of 23 to 
29 cents an hour,

Other employes, including barnmen, 
blacksmiths, firemen, trackmen and 
teamsters, are awarded increases of 
2 to 5 cents an hour, The new sched- 
ule for barnmen gives them 17 to 29 
cents an hour, as against 15 to 25 
cents.

The new wage schedule is higher 
than that paid by other street railway 
companies in this state serving terri- 
tory similar to that which the Middle- 
sex and Boston serves, and the de- 
cision of the board in making the 
award was not unanimous. Ballan- 
tine presented a minority report, in 
which he declared that that the wage 
increases favored by his associates 
will endanger the interests of stock- 
holders and patrons of the road. 

He states that the Middlesex and 
Boston will be forced by the new wage 
scale to pay as high wages as metro- 
politan companies. At present, he 
Says, the company has no difficu!ty in 
finding men for the jobs it has to of- 
ter.

A tennis ball travels nearly a mile a 
minute when struck hard. That is 
ninety-six feet a second, so in a lag of 
one-tenth of a second between the 
pressing of the button and the opening 
| of the shutter the ball will move near- 
ly ten feet, and ordinary cameras work 
no faster than this. So one need not 
wonder if even experts fail. 


CLOUD FORMATIONS.

What We Know About Them Seems to 
Be Mainly Guesswork. 

Many scientists have told us how 
clouds are made. Most of the text- 
books on physical geography tell all 
about them, but it is all guesswork. 
Clouds are a mystery. It is true they 
are composed of moisture floating in 
the air, but how did the moisture get 

there? 

It ts held that particles of moisture 
are evaporated from the earth’s sur- 
face by the heat of the sun. This 
moisture does not form into clouds im 
mediately. Indeed, the passage of the 
moisture from the earth to the upper 
air is quite invisible. It was formerly 
supposed that this moisture was con- 
densed by the cold of the upper air 
into rain droplets, which formed the 
clouds. 

But scientists hold that the tiny par- 
ticles must bave something to con 
dense upon. They used to tell us that 
the moisture collected upon dust par- 
ticles to form into rain drops. Now 
they are practically agreed that it is 
something else, but they don’t know 
what. 

Anyway, when these drops get large 
enough they accumulate into vapor 
forming clouds. When the droplets 
get too large and heavy to float in the 
air they fall to the earth in the form 
of rain, and this is about all we actu 
ally know about clouds.—War Cry.

MARVELS IN BONE GRAFTING 


[Tien Spine Braced by Bone Taken 
From Leg of Patient—New Princi- 
| ples In Surgical Treatmen® as Set | 
Forth at Meeting of the American | 
| Orthopaedic Association.

| Papers describing remarkable opera- | 
|tions, such as the shifting of healthy 
|muscles to replace those paralyzed, the | 
zrafting of living bone to help in the 
|cure of tuberculosis of the spine” and 
to prevent spinal curvature and other 
surgical marvels were read at the first 
}day’s session of the American Ortho- 
paedic association in Philadelphia. 

New principles in the surgical treat- 
ment of paralysis of the muscles due 
to destruction by disease af the gov- 
erning nerve cells were advanced by | 
Dr. P. William Nathan, who described 
a method by. which strong, healthy 
muscles and tendons were shifted from 
one attachment to another, taking the 
| place of those paralyzed, This method, | 
he said, would distribute the muscular | 
power of the body by making flexor 
muscles do the work of paralyzed ex- 
tensor muscles. Patients who have 
been unable to walk or stand erect, 
according to Dr. Nathan, are now 
walking without the aid of a crutch 
or cane aud even can climb stairs un- 
aided. 

A bone from a cat grafted on the 
{bone of a dog grows rapidly, and in 
ten weeks becomes transformed and 
looks Hike the bone of the dog, accord- 
ing to Dr. W. E, Gallie, who described 
{a series of experiments. 


Foot Paralysis Yields to Treatment. 

Paralysis of the foot, according to a 
paper read by Dr. R. E, Soule, is be- | 
ing cured by a delicate operation, con- 
|sisting of removing the cartilage be- 
itween two bones, the astragalus and 
the scaphoid, gouging the exposed sur- 
faces, forcing the two denuded bones 
together, causing an ankylosis or stiff- 
ening when they grow together. This 
method gives a secure anchorage for 
the foot articulations and corrects the | 
leformity. | 

A paper describing remarkable | 
lsults in the treatment of curvature of 
}the spine, due to permanent paralysis | 
lof the muscles, was read by Dr. H. P. 
Galloway. The operation was describ- 
lod as straightening forcibly the crook- 
led spine, splitting nine vertebrae and 
inserting a bone graft taken from the 
j leg. 

The Albee operation of grafting a 
piece of bone from the leg on the spine 
|to take the body weight off tuberculous 
vertebrae and permit them to heal was | 
disenssed. 

There was a stir as Dr. IF’. H. Albee | 
of New York described the latest. mar- | 
vels of bone grafting. Dr. Albee exhib- | 
ited several specimens to show that 
the grafted bone actually had become | 
a firm part of the vertebrae and show- 
ed a series of lantern slides to prove } 
that several years after the Albee op- | 
eration the grafted boné still was firm- 
ly bracing the spine. 


WHAT TO DO IN FLYTIME. 


Effective Means of Coping With Sum- 
mer Pest That Menaces Health. 
Fighting the typhoid carrying fly is a 

community problem. To aid commu- 
nities Dr. M. P. Ravenel, director of 
the Wisconsin state hygienic labora- 
tory, gives this account of its habits 
and best methods of eradication: 

“The powers of multiplication of the 
fly are enormous. !ts eggs are deposit- 
ed by, preference in horse manure. 
They hatch in about twenty-four hours 
after being laid, producing larvae or 
maggots. These molt or change their 
skins three times in from five to sev- 
en days and at the end of this time 
pass into the resting state, which is a 
small brown, oval, segmented object. 
In from five to seven days more, ac- 
cording to the weather, the perfect in- 
sect appears. Depending chiefly on 
the climate, there may be from eight 
to fourteen broods a season, and the 
progeny of a single female fly, provid- 
ed they all live, will be 14,067,792.- 
600,008,000, 

“The method of treatment is preven- 
tion of breeding. This means scrupu- 
lous care in getting rid of the breed- 
The eggs are oftentimes 
laid within a few minutes after the 
fropping of the manure. It is impos- 
sible to keep the ordinary stable with 
soft floors clean. The manure should 
be collected at once and stored in fly 
proof bins or Screened apartments and 
frequently taken out and spread on 
t earth cas /a fettilizer. If manure 
aD available flies will breed in al- 
DIOS any Sort bf #dthage: hence alley- 
ass pack ards nnd places where 
trash is usually collected should be 
kept scrupulously clean.”

AT NEPONSET 


Vote Was Nearly Two to One 
Against It 


(Special from State House.) 

Representatives Michael T. Sulli- 
van of Quincy, Sanford Bates and 
Charles E. Lawler of Boston made a 
strenuous effort to induce the House | 
members to vote for the new Nepon- 
set river bridge bill on Tuesday. 

Mr. Sullivan declared that last year, 
when the proponents agreed that the 
matter be postponed until the present 
session, the corporation counsel of 
Boston promised that the city would} 
not officially oppose the proposition | 
this year. “Now it is the same old 
story. The city of Boston is broke and 
cannot afford to contribute their share | 
toward the construction of this bridge 
so we have got to go on _ indefinitely 
with this narrow ,antiquated struc- 
ture with a car track on it. The peo- 
ple are not always going to fall for the} 
same old story ‘Next General Court.’ 

“This House should not deliberately 
lodge its responsibility on this bill and | 
pass it on for the next legislature. 
Every member knows that the bridge | 
is badly needed. There is a great pub- 
lic demand for it, and I appeal to the 
members to do the right thing by us.” | 

Sanford Bates of Boston also made | 
u strong argument for the bill, but} 
the opposition of the committee on} 
Ways and means was too strong, and | 
the bill was referred to the next Gen- | 
eral Court, by a vote of 112 to 67.

Council may introduce and pass such 
budgets. 

Obviously, there is no check on the 
tax rate unless it be the Mayor and 
the wisdom of the City Council. The 
passage of a supplementary budget is 
sure to increase the tax rate 
the tax rate this year unless there is 
an extraordinary jump in valuation. 

The new general law relative to the 
finances of cities is now in effect, and 
its effects in Quincy are _ beneficial, | 
stopping loans for current expenses 
and shortening the time of water 
loans.

Belgrade, June 25.—Peter I., who 
ascended the throne of Servia in 1903, 
after the assassination of King Alex- 
ander and Queen. Draga, abdicated in 
tavor of Prince Alexander. His re- 
tirement is due to continued ill 
health. 

Prince Alexander, who succeeds to 
the throne, is 26 years old, and the 
second son of Peter. Prince George, 
the elder son, renounced his right 
of succession in 1909. Peter is 70 
years old. 

Peter Karageorgevitch was Called 
“the king with the blood-stained 
bands.” The victor in a “holy war” 
against the Turks, Peter hopes 
turther to rehabilitate his tarnished 
reputation by writing a volume of 
memoirs in which he will present to 
the world his version of the tragedy 
which placed him on his blood-spat- 
tered throne.

HEART STRAIN. 


Unusual Exertion May Cause It, and! 
So May a Fit of Temper. 

To keep your temper os rather a 
good idea, said Dr. Strickland Goodall 
in a lecture at the Institute of Beplene) 
Every time the heart contracts. he said. 
its force would raise a weight of two| 
pounds to the beight of one foot. and} 
it does this from 70 to 140 times every | 
minute. 

Acute heart strain was diflicult to 
produce in a young, well nourished and 
healthy adult, but it was very easy to 
produce if the heart muscle was an- 
aemic or poisoned or was the seat on 
degenerative disease. 

Running*to Catch a train increased 
the heart's"work by 228 foot pounds a 
minute. Ascending a staircase slowly 
increased the beart’s work by 112 foot 
pounds; ascending quickly by 152 foot 
pounds,’ 

The enormous amount of total extra 
work done by the heart was shown in 
the experiment of riding a bicycle up 
Lill, the gradient of which was one In 
ten and the length 2,904 feet. The ride 
occupied three and one-half minutes, 
and the total extra work done by the 
heart was no less than one and one 
eighth foot tons. : 

A rest of half an hour daily would 
save in a year 219,000 foot pounds of 
work on the heart.—London Chronicle. 


OUR LOPSIDED BODIES. 


Legs, Arms, Hands and Ears Are Rare- 
iy Perfectly Matched. 

“I venture to assert that if you meas- 
ure the legs of every one in this court 
you will not find a person who bas a 
pair of equal length,” suid Dr. C. W. 
Cooke in giving evidence in a London 
court. 

“The human body is not symmet- 
rical, as is commonly believed,” said ai 
widely known doctor. “The legs vary | 
in Jength and circumference, and the 
arms as well.* The right band is usual-| 
ly bigger than the ieft, becausé it is | 
used more. The bead is by no means | 
regular in form—in fact, it is often us 
not Jopsided. 

“The left leg is generally a_ little 
longer than the right. presumably to, 
counteract the overbalancing effect on 
the body of the right arm, which is | 
usually somewhat beavier and longer | 
than the left, since uinety five out of | 
every hundred people use their right | 
arm more than their Jefr The eyes, 
too, are nearly always different, both 
in shape and strength, und through 
sleeping avore on one side than another 
every man's ears ure ulted at different 
angles. Feet, too, are nearly always 
unlike in shape, due frequentiy to the 
wearing of il fitting boots.—Londeon 
Mirror.

Washington, June 25.—President 
Wilson denied application for pardons 
of the responsib e former heads. and 
agents of the International Bridge and 
lronworkers’ union convicted in the 
dynamite conspiracy cases. 

The president commuted, to expire 
at once, sentences of four defend- 
ants, Michael J. Hannon, Frank K. 
Paintor, Fred J. Mooney. and William 
Shupe. 

‘The president agreed to consider an 
application for executive clemency. on 
receipt of separate petitions of John 
H. Barry and Paul A. Morris. In the 
meantime Barry and Morris will he- 
gin serving their sentences. 

The other defendants out on bail 
must go to the federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth today. These include 
former President Frank Ms Ryan of 
the union. 

Applications for pardon, in the fol- 
towing caSes were denied; 

Frank M. Ryan, Eugene Clancy, 
Jack Bright, alias J. C. Munséy; 
Peter J. Smith, Henry J. Legleitner,

An attorney of wide experience in 
metropolitan life, was talking a few 
days ago about the recent revelations 
of crooked finance in railroad and 
other corporation affairs. It seemed 


to him that one-half of the business 


gwen he knew were dishonest, He 
thought half of the other half would 
not do anything positvely crooked, but 
would wink at it if they saw it going 
through in a way,to profit them. If 
this is a fair judgment, it is one of a 
number of reasons why the stock 
market ticker is almost held down by 
copweds. 

The development of great corpora- 
tions has created certain types of dis- 
honesty. Just as the reporter of a 
metropolitan yellow journal is protec- 
ted by the impersonality of the big ma- 
chine he works for, so the managers 
of big corporations are a long way 
from the stockholders. They feel in- 
accessiWle. But when they “put over” 
a wrong deal, some one always knows. 
It may become for the advantage of 
that some one to give up his informa- 
tion. 

In the smaller cities and country 
towns business men seem to be pretty 
honest. It pays them to be so, as the 
bad bargain comes back quicker than 
the cat. The discouraging: side of bus- 
iness life is the freedom with which 
aiany people will lie outright, and 
look you in the eye when they do it. 
People overlook a lie too tolerantly. 

The trouble with the liars and 
cheats is that they underestimate 
people’s intelligence. Nine-tenths of 
the deceptions are so obvious as to be 
laughable. People who try to “get 
away” with these shallow tricks 
shovld be outlawed. 

The public is bewildered by compli- 
cated transactions of big corporations 
and iugglery of millions.

BIG FIRM FAILS 
FOR $34,000,086 


Receivers Are Hamed For H. B. 
Claflin Company 


FINANCED BiG RETAIL STORES 


Unable to Meet Capital Requirements 
Occasioned by Rapidly Expanding 
Dry Goods Business—Noteholders’ 
Protective Committee Organized to 
Look After Interests of Creditors 


New York, june 26.—The great 
dry goods house of the H. BL. Claflin 
company failed with liabilities esti- 
mated at $34,000,000. The assets are 
estimated at $44,000,000. 

Two proceedings—friendly and un- 
friendly—threw the firm into bank- 
ruptcy, and two receivers were named 
under bonds of $500,000 each. 

The Claflin company controls or is 
affiliated with some thirty retail 
stores throughout the United States, 
and it was the indorsement of their 
paper, held by more than 3000 banks 
here and in interior cities, that 
caused the crash. 

Uniess blocked by creditors a re- 
organization of the failed firm is con- 
templated, according to a statement 
j issued by John Claflin, the president. 
| ‘The tollowing statement was given 
out at the office of H. B. Claflin com- 
pany: 

“The unprecedented shifting of 
trade centres in New York has caused 
great loss to many interests. In the 
case of the H. B. Claflin company the 
uptown movement of business has 
seriously curtailed our wholesale 
protits and has compelled us to rely 
mainly on the profits from financing 
retail stores throughout the country. 
Their rapidly expanding business has 
occasioned large capital requirements, 
which we have not been able to meet. 

“A receivership has, therefore, be- 
come necessary pending a readjust- 
ment of the affairs of the company. 
A plan of reorganization for the H. B. 
Clatlin company will soon be present- 
ed, which we hope will prove accept- 
able both to creditors and to stock- 
holders. 


“The Associated Merchants com- 
pany and the United Dry Goods 
companies are not themselves bor- 


rowers of money. They are in ex- 
ceedingly strong financial position and 
the success of their retail stores is 
assured.” 

A noteholders’ protective commit- 
tee has been formed to look after the 
interests of the creditors. Most of 
the banks concerned will be repre- 
sented on this committee. 

New York hanks are said to have 
made large advances to the Claflin 
company recently, with the hope of 
averting financial embarrassment. 
New York banking interests, it is un- 
derstood, have agreed to offer such 
assistance as May be necessary to 
some of the independent retail stores 
affected.

Martindale, president of 
the Chemical Nacional bank, and 
Frederick A. Juilliard, a wholesale 
dry goods merchant, were the re- 
ceivers appointed. They were named 
in the friendly proceedings—two suits 
in equity—one brought by John C. 
Eames, vice president of the H. b. 
Clatlin company, with a claim of 
$3668; the other by William P. 
Odell, with a claim of $5200. 

There were also involuntary proceed- 
ings which sought the appointment of 
different receivers and alleged that 
the company Was insolvent. These 
proceedings were instituted by credit- 
jors with claims aggregating $32,000. 
| Their attorneys said they represented

Cities and towns 
near and far are working earnestly to 
add to the relief fund, for which 

$129,749 has been pledged. 
The state government has taken} 
the lead in the relief work, and has |

already done much for the immediate ; 
assistance of the homeless and prac- 
tically penniless refugees. Offers of | 
assistance from the federal gzevern- | 
ment came in the following message | 
trom President Wilson to Governor 
| Walsh: 

“Il am sure I speak for the Ameri- 
j}can people in tendering heartfelt 
| sympathy, through you, to the peo-| 

ple of the stricken city of Salem. Can | 
|the federal government be of service 
lin the emergency?” ’ 
Scariet Fever Appears 
| Searlet fever, with all its dread} 
‘possibilities to homeless and _ ill- 
jnurtured children, has broken out 
among the refugees. Several cases | 
| were discovered last night amid the}! 
|ruins of the French colony. They | 
| caused such great alarm that Govern- 
jor Walsh called on the forces of the | 
state board of health to cope with the | 
!

| disease. 

The governor neard a rumor to the 
effect that there was scarlet fever} 
prevalent in the camp at River Forest | 
park. Immediately he called up Dr. 
Hanson of the state board of health | 
power asked him to come to Salem. 
| Hanson immediately diagnosed the}! 
| suspects as scarlet fever patients and | 
set about disCbvering what caused the 
disease.

| investigating along his own lines, | 
| with results so alarming that the 
spread of the disease is feared. The |

Considerable excitement was caused

the conflagration. This blaze was put 
out with small loss. For a while it 
| was feared that a brisk blaze in the 
| burning coal sheds near St. Mary’s 
; church, fanned into new life by the 
wind, would spread to the church. 
A large force of fire-fighters was 
pent to the scene and, while they 
| could not subdue the fire in the coal, 
kept the flames from spreading. The 
Water supply was still low and there 
{was much anxiety among the crowds 
whenever the clang of the fire ap- 
paratus was heard. 
City Full of Sight-Seers 
Thousands of sight-seers crowded 
/ into the city and the stores which es- 
caped the flames did a thriving busi- 
jaan The electric light service is 
still crippled and the business places 
that remained open last night trans- 
acted business by gas and candle 
| light. 
| A relief committee of seven ap- 
pointed by Governor Walsh had a long 
conference with Mayor Hurley and 
the local relief committee. The local 
; committee consisted of 100. They 
appointed a sub-committee of twen- 
ty, which again named another com- 
| mittee of seven for the purpose of co- 
gperating more effectively with the 
governor's forces. 
After taking a survey of the situa- 
tion it was announced from reliet 
headquarters that the greatest need 
of Salem was money. “The princi- 
| pal need is money, not clothing or 
food,” the committee announced. The 
people who were burned out man- 
j aged to save all the necessary cloth- 
ing and there is on hand a sufficient 
| supply of food to last a week or pos- 
| sibly longer.” It was stated that the

wife of a Boston surgeon, and a num- 
ber of women prominent in the 
wealthy North Shore summer colony, 
organized a hospital for these cases 
in the North church. 

Eighteen Thousand Homeless ” 

Measures for the relief of the 18,- 
000 persons made homeless in the 
conflagration proceeded with militery 
precision. More than 3500 were di- 
rectly dependent upon the relief com- 
mittee for shelter, while 4500 waited 
patiently in the various bread-lines 
for the food which streamed into the 
city in abundance. 

Those cared for in the tented camps 
were of the poorer class, mostly for- 
eigners. Nearly all the well-to-do 
had found refuge with friends and 
relatives elsewhere. 

An insurance adjuster who went 
carefully over the devastated district 
estimated the loss at $12,000,000, ot 
which $10,000,000 was covered by in- 
surance. This insurance, it was stat- 
ed, was well distributed, the heaviest 
amount falling upon any one company 
being $400,000. 

The Naumkeag Steam Cotton com- 
pany was the heaviest’ individual 
loser. The loss on its great plant was 
500,000. 

Nine Thousand Idle 

Fifteen hundred hands were thrown 
out of work by the destruction of 
these mills. The total number added 


| by the fire to the ranks of the unem- 


loyed was estimated at 9000. 

Hand in hand with measures for 
relief went preparations for rebuild- 
ing the city. The Naumkeag com- 
pany and some of the other larger 
tirms burned out announced that they 
would begin the work of reconstrue- 
tion of new and better plants as 
quickly as possible. In the mean- 
time the unemployed will be given 
work in the rehabilitation of the city 
or will be provided with jobs in near- 
by places. 

The active work of relief was tem- 
porarily in the hands of the state 
militia, directed by Adjutant Gen- 
cra] Cole, who Had 750 men under 
him trom the Eighth and Ninth regi- 
ments. These established two 
camps.

WAS FOUNDED IN 1626 


Salem a Very Old City With a Most 
Interesting History 

The property valuation of the city 
of Salem is $42,000,000 and the popu- 
lation at the last official 
taken in 1910, was 43,697. 

Salem is one of the oldest and most 
eultured cities in Massachusetts. It 
1s sixteen miles northeast of Boston 
and is intimately connected with the 
history of the colonial period. Its 
quaint houses, some of which have 
heen burned, and its irregular streets, 
now obliterated, have been of un- 
usual interest to visitors. 

It has three attractive parks—the 
Willows, the Common and Mack 
park, all of which are now filled with 
homeless persons. 

Salem is the second oldest town in 
Massachusetts. It was first» settled 
by Roger Conant and his associates in 
1626 and the name Salem was adopted 
in 1629. 

In 1692 the witchcraft delusion ap- 
peared in the district later set apart 
fs Danvers, and in the six months 
from March to September nineteen 
persons were hanged and one man 
was pressed to death. 

In 1775 the Salemites defeated a 
small force of British sent to destroy 
some stores, this being one of the 
first instances of.armed resistance to 
Hritish rule in this country. 

For many years after the revolu- 
tion Salem was an important com- 
mercial centre, and it was by Salem 
merchants fhaf” Anieri¢an trade was 
opened up with China, Japan, Africa 
and Brazil. 

Salem was incorporated as a town 
in 1630 and became a city in 1836.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 27.—The 
cup class sloop Resolute scored her 
eighth victory-in the preliminary rac- 
ing series.

Villa has ‘started troops in pursuit 
of the remnafit of the federal army of 
General Barron, which he routed from 
Zacatecas. The attack on Aguas 
Calientes will not be delayed in order 
to await the arrival of General Obre- 
gon’s forces from the west. This di- 
vision of the army is at present so far 
away that the federals would have too 
much time in which to prepare them- 
selves for the attack. 

Villa is pressing on immediately 
with practically all his farces. Aguas 
Calientes is only sixty-five miles south 
ofZacatecas and 3860 miles north of 
Mexico City. It has a population of 
about 45,099 persons and is a very 
important commercial centre. It is 
connected by rail with San Luis 
Potosi, about eighty miles east, and 
with Tampico. 

If the commands of Barron, Maas 
and Velasco effect.a junction at Aguas 
Calientes they will have a combined 
force almost as large as that of Villa. 
They have 100 cannon’ and many 
rapid-fire guns. 

Villa does not expect any formida- 
ble resistance from now on until he 
reaches Queretaro, the gateway of 
Mexico City, where, in all likelihood, 
the decisive battle of the revolution 
will be fought. 

Villa’s only drawback now is said 
to be the disruption of his lines af 
communication. The railroads are 
cut behind him and repairing these 
may cause delay. 


BENTON’S SLAYER KILLED

Fierro Reported to Have Been a Vic- 
tim of His Own Men 

E! Paso, Tex., June 27.—Colone! 
Rudolfo F. Fierro, “the buteher,” as 
he is known through northern Mex- 
ico, died at the taking of Zacatecas, 
a victim of the hatred of his own 
men. 

His death will probably mean that 
no one will ever be brought to jus- 
tice for the killing of William S. Ben- 
ton, the British rancher, for even 
constitutionalists tacitly admit that 
Fierro was the man who killed the 
Englishman. 

For a long time it has been the firm 
belief among officials that Fierro 
would not emerge from the present 
campaign alive. The gossip even says 
that Fierro has been walking around 
under sentence of death, which for 
obvious reasons could be carrie out 
only on a battlefield.

Will Be Prompt—Ample Supplies 
“8 Food For About Six Thousand 
Homeless—Valuable Servise Ren- 
dered by Nurses and Military 
In Tented Camps—Bountiful sup- 
ply of Clothing and Furniture 


Salem, Mass., June 29.—Worn and 
weakened from exposure to a drench- 
ing rain, with only the canvas ot 
their tented colonies to shelter them, 
Salem’s refugees suffered real hard- 

| ship last night. Huddled close, 
women and children Jay shivering on 
their dampened mattresses while 
soldiers and doctors and nurses in 
charge of relief worked with might 
and main and did everything within 
their power to furnish warm, dry 


blankets to the victims of the con- 
tlagration. 

' Four hundred thousand visitors 
came to the stricken city Sunday 
Further search of the ruins re- 


vealed the fifth vietim of the con- 
flagration. The body of an elderly 
man, frightfully charred and burned, 
was found under debris. 

| Governor Walsh spent all day in 
Salem and assured the refugees that 
| everyone would be cared for and given 
'employment, and that high state of- 
ficijals from the office of the insurance 
commissioner and the attorney gen- 
eral’s office would be sent here to as- 
sist in adjusting insurance claims. 

Fraud Was discovered in connection 
with the relief work and many cases 
unearthed where people had secured 
more provisions than they were en- 
titled to and had sold the surplus to 
small storekeepers. 

One hundred girls from Malden, 
selling tags on the streets for 10 
cents apiece, swelled the relief fund 
more than $4000. 

Feeding the Homeless 

Close to 6000 homeless and work- 
less families were provided with ra- 
tions for three meals at the commis- 
sary department headquarters at the 
state armory during the seven hours 
that food was distributed. : 

Ineaddition to these several hun- 
dred were provided with food in the 
bread line at the rear of the armory, 
| the meals being eaten ‘on the prem- 
ises. ’ 
| At the two big concentration camps 
| nearly 5000 sufferers were given meals 
| and in other places probably 2000 oth- 
, ers were cared for, besides those who 

are enjoying the hospitality of 
‘friends, relatives and charitably in- 
clined people. 

| Betore the refugees were up and 
| dressed this morning, the state com- 
| missary department had piled up in 
the state armory many tons of food. 

The shipment included 1250 pounds 
of prunés, 3000 dozen of eggs, 500 
pounds of butter, 500 pounds of cof- 
fee, 600 pounds of tea, 200 dozen 
cans of soup, 2000 pounds of sugar, 
500 pounds of salt, 300 gallons of liq- 
uid coffee, 1600 gallons of milk, 5000 
pounds of beef, lamb and other meat, 
,; 31 tons of ice. 

\ Cooked Fish For Refugees 

Clam chowders, fish chowders, and 
all kinds of fresh cooked fish will 
compose part of the diet of the fire 
sufferers. 

The New England Fish exchange, 
which has been sending a_ large 
amount of fish each day to Salem 
since the fire, set up a tent near Sa- 
lem common equipped with the latest 
devices in cooking equipment and will 
cook chowders and various varieties 
of fish. 

Pteviously the fish has been sent to 
Salem without being cooked, leaving 
it to the sufferers to cook their meals. 
This, it was found, was impossible, 
so the fish exchange considered send- 
ing several cooks to meet the emer- 
gency. 

Gifts Are Pouring In 

The call for clothing was bountifully 
answered. Clothing and dry goods 
stores in Salem practically emptied 
their shelves of clothing in the needed 
sizes.. Many cases of new shoes were 
sent by shoe manufacturers. There 
will be further need for clothing, 
however, and the committee cannot 
get too much. 

Because of the lack of clothing 
there was intense suffering from cold 
and dampness in the camps. Many 
of those in the camps left and begged 
fcr shelter in houses while it was 
raining. 

Furniture of all sorts was delivered 
in all sorts of ways. Big furniture 
houses sent big truckloads. Indi- 
viduals contributed what they could 
spare from their own homes. Baby 
carriages, rocking horses, baby chairs 
and toys were delivered by people 
whose sympathy went out especially 
to the children. 

Many Nurses on Duty 

Scores of Red Cross volunteers and 
trained nurses from the Boston City 
and Massachusetts General hospitals 
arrived at the Forest River refugee 
tamp and helped to systematize the 
reliet work. 

A milk station for babies was 
opened in one tent and forty-ore bot- 
tle-fed babies were cared for.

When Wagner's “Parsifal” was first 
performed in Baireuth, the eritic Hans 
Sachs was almost the only one of all | 
the writing fraternity to welcome it 
‘as a great work of genius. To the 
(ears of the others its rude realism 
‘sounded unmusical. They wanted 
| melody Ike that Verd! was turning out 
in Italy, Bizet in Paris and a few 
minor composers in their own Berlin. 

But Sachs was a man of broader 
mold. He heard the great music of 
“Parsifal” with unprejudiced ears and 
recognized the genius of the man. He 
shouted it abroad in his writings and 
| became furious at a world that would 
,not, perhaps could not, find pleasure | 
in the dramatic voices of the orchestra, 
its vivid emotionalism and marvelous 
appeal to the aestbhetical nature that is 
in every man and woman. He knew 
that the Germans were. merely refusing 


|

to listen, save for melody, and finally 
he told them that even in the inelodic 
field Wagner was the greatest of them 
tall, 

Sachs bas written cloquéntly of Wag- 
ner’s melody, beside which the melody 
of the Italians ts pallid, anaemic, in- 
significant. Only now and then, he 
said, were the Italian melodists other 
than artificial. Wagner’s melody wus 
the spontaneous song of a musical 
heart. The “Good Friday Spell” was the 
| most exquisite song, of praise ever 
written by any man, no Jess a song 
because it was wordless, sung only 
by the violin and woodwinds.—Detroit 
Free Press.

Ferdinand Has Been Looked Upon as 
the “Robber of Bosnia” 

Belgrade, June 30.—Though — the 
Servian government is attempting tc 
secure clews of the assassination plot 
which Austrians declare was formed 
great mass of the populace 
rejoices rather than grieves over the 
death of Archduke Ferdinand. 

Ever since 1908 he has been termed 
the “Robber of Bosnia” because of the 
prominent part which he took in caus- 
ing Austria to annex that province. 

Despite this feeling of antipathy 
Servian officials declared that there 
was no basis for charges that the con- 
spiracy had been secretly aided by 
members of their government. 


ARE PLANNING DEFENSE 


Foreigners Fear Uprising Among 
Troops In Mexico City 

Vera Cru%, Mex., June 30.—The 
fear that the spread of the disaffection 
among the Mexican federal troops 
might resujt in an uprising in Mexico 
City caused the British residents 
there to hold a meeting to arrange 
final plans for the defense of the con- 
centration district. 

British refugees who arrived here, 
and who bad attended the meeting, 
said the general opinion expressed 
there was that Provisional President 
Huerta’s hold on the situation in the 
capital was wavering, and many pre- 
dicted an uprising or a revolt of the 
tederal army within a week or ten 
days. 

Some of the refugees declared the 
federal defeat at Zacatecas to be par- 
tially due to the revolt of 5000 soldiers 
under the command of General Bar- 
ron. These men are said to have 
tired on their own comrades.

Berlin, June 30.—Charges that 
hundreds of soldiers in the German 
army have been driven to suicide by 
the brutal treatment of their officers 
eaused the greatest interest here in 
the trial of Red Rosa, a Luxemburg 
leader of radical Socialists, who is 
accused of thus libelling officers of 
the army. 

The woma’s defense is in the hands 
of a noted counsellor named Levy, 
who stated that the court would be 
given record of 30,000 cases of army 
brutalities and that 106 witnesses 
would testify to the truth of Red 
Kosa’s charges. . 


HOMELESS AND DESTITUTE 


Two Million Chinese Flood Sufferers 
In Need of Aid 

Washington, June 30.—Consul 
Cheshire, at Canton, in behalf of a 
committee of American missionaries, 
appealed to the state department for 
help for 2,000,000 persons made 
homeless and destitute by floods in 
two southern China provinces. 

Cheshire reported that in the 
stricken districts crops, were totally 
destroyed and people are starving. 
The state department was asked to 
transmit the appeal to the Red Cross 
and benevolent organizations.
